Farndale went to the two leaders 
at the 17th, still with a closely knit 
field, and Jockey Magee began his 
move with the favorite, Mrs. J. C. 
Clark’s Little Cottage 2nd, and went 
over the last on even terms with 
Farndale and Court Time, the stayer. 

Into the stretch, Mr. Watters gave 
his mount a few licks, then settled 
down to a hand ride, and with Magee 
and Clements furiously at the bat, 
rode Farndale in by a length, with 
the Clark gelding, victimized by his 
weight, half a length in front of 
Court Time, thereby gaining Mr. 
Pfizer the first leg on the antique 
trophy subscribed to by many of the 
hunt clubs in the country. 

Farndale’s time of 5.05 3-5 was 
vastly better than Little Cottage 2nd’s 
5.59 last year at a similar distance, 
although the course is somewhat 
changed. However this and the last 
flat race were the only two where the 
time was bettered. 

In the three mile post and rail race, 
the Happy Hollow Plate, a maiden 
affair, Christopher M. Greer’s Monks- 
lore and Mr. Henry W. Frost, Jr. 
were the victims of a mishap which 
probably cost them the race. 

Five faced the starter in this run 
over twenty-three fences, and for half 
the journey it was all D. B. Barrows’ 
former brush horse John Broom, Mr. 
Eric Renwick up. The field was wrap- 
ping like a machine gun, but they all 
got over 10 fences, and at the 11th 
J. G. Leiper, Jr.’s Forsaken, Mr. Pen- 
rose up, made the first of an epidemic 
of refusals. At the next Samuel B.

Mr 
Disston did a nice job with the Eck- 
ert gelding, closed a ten length mar- 
gin between the 16th, and the last, 
and came over the final fence on even 
terms, but the effort had been too 
Severe, and Mr. Reid, without resort- 
ing to the whip, brought the Coq 
Gaulois mare in four lengths to the 
good. 

Big Don had many lengths at the 
finish over Monkslore, with which 
Mr. Frost did not persevere, and For- 
saken was another hundred or s¢ 
farther back. John Broom pulled up. 

Walter M. Jeffords’ Warspite, one 
of the best flat horses the hunt meets

have produced, nfade his debut, under 
Morris Dixon’s handling, over brush 
in the two mile Kirkwood Plate for 
maidens, and left little doubt that he 
will be as effective over brush as on 
the flat. 

Six contested the issue with the 
gelded son of Mars—Painted Lady, 








and after Jockey Clements took him 
on top at the 8rd, wresting the lead 
from the favorite, Carroll Bassett’s 
Corrigan, Mr. Jones up, and the early 
pacesetter, North Hill Farm’s Moon 
Hunter, Mr. Bartow in the _ irons, 
gradually built up a commanding 
lead. 

Warspite showed the results of 
careful schooling, but his amazing 
foot between jumps built up his lead. 
Clements gave him a breather going 
to the next to the last of the 15 
jumps, where Mr. Jones made his 
bid, but Warspite was over with a 
good length, had another three over 
the last, although Corrigan was the 
better fencer, and was not hurried to 
lengthen his margin to five at the 
wire, where Corrigan had a good ten 
on Moon Hunter for the place. 

The flat races marked a victory 
and a reverse for the recent bride, 
Mrs. Brooks Bromley, the former 
Honey Willing, and her No. 1 rider, 
Mr. R. P. Hamilton. Shot Gun, in 
the mile White Horse, which opened 
proceedings, had little trouble after 
the pacesetter, Mrs. Thomas A. Mc- 
Kelvey’s Turkey Run ran out at the 
first turn, and coasted home with an 
eight length lead, after beating off 
the challenge of Mrs. Jeffords’ grand 
looking chestnut Hugh Wynne. 

W. E. Johnson’s Carnage took the 
place, a length ahead of Turkey Run, 
which was disqualified, so Hugh 
Wynne was awarded the show.

It was a great day for Maryland 
last Saturday, May 15, when W. L.

Mr. Straw- 
bridge sent him to me in June of his 
two-year-old year and I have’ had 
him sever since. He was, therefore, 
at Dr. Allen’s about nine months, so 
I don’t think he can be considered 
in any way a_ product of Clifton 
Farms. 

I am writing you this just so that 
you can have your records straight 
and also because J feel that the Her- 
rings should have the credit for 
breeding the horse. IT suppose you
